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Bodyguard Anti-Inflammatory 60’s. 
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Fashion show raises nearly $ 18 K for helipad

Nearly $18,000 was 
raised on April 26 during 
a fundraiser for a new 
helipad at the Didsbury 
hospital. 

A total of 190 tick¬ 
ets were sold for the 
event. It w r as held at the 
multi-purpose room at 
the Didsbury Memorial 
Complex. Nine com¬ 
munity members mod¬ 
elled oufits available at 
Fashions on Main dur¬ 
ing the event, which also 
featured a live and silent 
auction of various items 
donated by community 
members and area busi¬ 
nesses. 

Albert Ohlhauser, chair 
of the Rosebud Health 
Foundation (RHP"), told 
the assembled group 
that although there are 
several other communi¬ 
ties that have been prior¬ 
itized ahead of Didsbury 
to get helipad upgrades, 
the RHF is forging ahead 
to get Didsbury’s built 
and operational by 2016. 
The former helipad at 
the hospital was closed 


in 2009 by Transport 
Canada because the 
agency deemed it to be 
too close to the hospital 
building to be safe. 

Ohlhauser said in an 
interview that since a 
community forum held 
in Didsbury at the end of 
February, the Town of 
Didsbury and Mountain 
View County have each 
pledged to contribute 
$60,000 toward the proj¬ 
ect, bringing the total to 
about $800,000 toward 
the estimated $500,000 
cost. The RHF' has also 
solicited energy compa¬ 
ny support and is hope¬ 
ful that those businesses 
will contribute toward 
the project. 

“Within the next two 
years we think we can 
have the additional 
(money) we need. I think 
we can probably build 
it for ($450,000) rather 
than half-a-million," he 
said. “We’ve also asked 
our provincial govern¬ 
ment t o see if they would 
match the funds that we 
got from (area munici¬ 
palities)." 

“These fundraising 


events are critical for 
us,” Ohlhauser said. 

STARS has landed 23 
times within the last year 
within five kilometres 
of Didsbury, Ohlhauser 
said, indicating that the 
helipad is needed. He 
said in a critical medical 
situation, in which time is 
of the essence, a helipad 
is a much better option 
than the current practice 
of landing at the Zion 
Evangelical Missionary 


Church and then trans¬ 
porting a patient either 
to or from the hospi¬ 
tal to the church. Each 
time that STARS needs 
to land at the church, 
all three emergency ser¬ 
vices must be called in 
to close off traffic to the 
area. 

“We’re really grate¬ 
ful that the Zion 
(Evangelical Missionary) 
Church lets us use their 
parking lot but it would 


be a lot quicker and a 
lot more efficient to have 
the helipad right up there 
by the hospital,” he said. 

Stella McFarlane, 
owner of Fashions on 
Main, said she was 
happy to help out when 
asked to do so by Ursula 
Krebs, an RHF board 
member who also works 
at the store. 

“It’s our way of giving 
back to the community. 
It gets the conununity 


involved and it’s a social 
networking thing,” she 
said. 

The nine models that 
showed off the cloth¬ 
ing are all personally 
known to McFarlane 
and she said the group 
has done several such 
shows over the past 
few years. 

“We phone them 
up and they are just 
thrilled to be involved,” 
she said.

with work on the lower 
lagoon expected to take 
place in 2015. 

The town is only 
allowed to release waste- 
water into the Rosebud 
River once a year, so it 
must store waste in the 
storage lagoon until the 
time it can release it. 

The total lagoon 
improvement project is 
estimated to cost $13.4 
million, of which the pro¬ 
vincial government will 
fund just under half the 
amount. 

“The money is starting 
to come in on the grant 
that was approved in 
2011,” said Karen Henry, 
Didsbury’s manager 
of planning and infra¬ 
structure. “After several 
iterations, the current 
plan was approved in 
November 2012. Then 
we tendered it in ... 2013 
(and went through the 
permitting process with 
Mountain View County).” 

Henry said the upgrade 
is necessary to allow fur¬ 
ther expansion of devel¬ 
opment in the commu¬ 
nity. The lagoon is cur¬ 
rently at capacity. 

“In order to develop 
our annexed lands, we 
need the capacity," she 
s;iid, noting that once the 
upgrades are completed, 
the system should be 
able to support a pop¬ 
ulation of about 7.0(H), 
or more if the town can 
introduce strategies to 
cut the amount of storm¬ 
water that is collected.

Experienced motorists urged to be 
cautious around new drivers

RCMP are asking peo¬ 
ple to be aware of inex¬ 
perienced drivers on the 
road during the month 
of May. 

“With the new rules, 
they usually have a very 
large sticker in the back 
window that says, ‘stu¬ 
dent driver’ so we just 
want to make sure that 
people are aware of 
the fact that it is young 
drivers month and ... 
you need to be kind of 
patient when you're out 
and about and see that 
sticker in the window,” 
said CpL Clint Gulash. 

As for newer drivers 


themselves, Sgt. Jeff 
Jacobson reminds them 
to obey the rules of the 
road and to not speed 
or do anything else that 
could be deemed unsafe 
for them or anyone else 
using the roadway. 

And, he said, anyone 
still operating under 
the Graduated Driver 
Licensing program and 
who has been found to 
have consumed alcohol 
prior to driving will have 
their vehicle impounded 
immediately for seven 
days and their licence 
suspended for 30 days. 

All motorists need to 
pay attention to the fact 
that they will again be 
sharing the road with 


motorcyclists as well. 

“We’re always out 
looking for anyone in 
contravention of the traf¬ 
fic laws so it’s important 
... to respect the rules of 
the road and not let peer 
pressure get to them,” 
Jacobson said. 

Gulash said with the 
warmer weather, driv¬ 
ers will have to be con¬ 
scious of children on 
skateboards, people out 
for walks with their pets 
and doing other activi¬ 
ties that may conflict 
with vehicles, so driv¬ 
ers should be extra cau¬ 
tious. 

“(Children) on their 
bikes tend to dart in 
and out of (parked)

and ... we just want to 
make sure that people 
are paying attention to 
the increased pedestrian 
traffic that will be out 
there,” he said.

with the subsequent 
books following the lives 
of characters she had 
created previously. 

Cows can Fly was 
based on her own expe¬ 
riences of growing up on 
the farm, as was A Year 
in the Season, which was 
a compendium of her 
own journal entries over 
the span of a year, while 
Living in the Wonderful 
was a compendium of 40 
years of journal writing. 

Halvorson said she got 
extremely involved with 
her students and often 
wished that she could 
make more of a differ¬ 
ence in their lives than 
she did. She said she 
got many letters from 
all over North America 
from students who read 
her first book, Cowboys 
Don't Cry and identified 
with the main character. 

Cowboys Don't Cry 
was written in the mid- 
1980s. 

“I received more than 
one letter from all over 
North America from 
kids who read Cowboys 
Don’t Cry and identified 
with the character and 
(wrote), ‘yeah my fam¬ 
ily’s kind of like that ... 
and it was really good 
to read about somebody 
who had the same prob¬ 
lems’," she said. 

Although Halvorson 
wrote mainly about

West Country author 
Marilyn Halvorson made 
a stop at the Didsbury 
museum on April 23 to 
talk about the 14 books 
she’s written over the 
past 30 years. 

Halvorson, a former 
teacher who spent most 
of her 20 years of teach¬ 
ing in the Sundre area 
- with the exception of 
Didsbury for the first 
three years - came to 
writing naturally. She 
grew up on a farm near 
Sundre, where she still 
lives and since she was 
an only child, had to 
have a vivid imagination. 

“1 was an only child 
and I didn’t have close 
neighbours so I played 
alone most of the time. 
Even as a small child, 
playing with toy horses 
and things, 1 always 
made up adventures that 
were taking place,” she 
said in an interview. “It’s 
the same as writing sto¬ 
ries actually, only you 
don’t put it on paper, so 
my made-up adventures 
gradually turned into 
written-down adven¬ 
tures." 

Halvorson told the 
audience that most of 
her stories were loosely 
based on the pupils she 
taught and were written 
for them. Several of her

ence of her books would 
be either. And she said 
the more autobiographi¬ 
cal works likely would 
be too similar to what 
she has already written 
to find much of an audi¬ 
ence. 

“It was easier to write 
(for children) back then 
because I don’t have the 
connection with kids 
that I used to have," she 
said.

Asked if she still 
has more tales to tell, 
Halvorson said while 
she would like to write 
more, the market has 
changed significantly 
since she wrote most of 
her books and isn’t quite 
as lucrative as it once 
was.

Miki Town plan 

Council accepted 
a 12-point proposal 
on April 22 regarding 
Miki Town exchanges 
between Didsbury and 
Miki Town students. 

The proposal was 
prompted by councillors 
of Miki Town express¬ 
ing disappointment that 
more students from 
Didsbury haven't gone 
to Miki Town. Students 
from Miki Town have 
come to Didsbury each 
year since 2004, but only 
two delegations have 
gone from Didsbury to 
Miki Town, in 2008 and 
2010. A third delegation 
was expected to travel to 
Miki Town this year, but 
it was cancelled because 
not enough students 
signed up to go. 

As a result, Roy 
Brown, the town’s chief 
administrative officer, 
presented pj^ 
council. After consult¬ 
ing with Carolyn Massel, 

rinciDal of Westelen 


School, who indicated 
that Grade 5 students 
at the school would be 
willing to Skype with 
and write to Mild Town 
students, Brown said he 
was fully on board with 
resuming a Didsbury del¬ 
egation travelling to Miki 
Town with the Town of 
Didsbury's backing. 

Brown and deputy 
CAO Luanna Smith have 
been involved with help¬ 
ing to facilitate the Miki 
Town exchange since 
2005. 

“This is a program I 
believe very much in. 
1 just can't say enough 
about it,” he told coun¬ 
cillors. 

Coun. Garth Hollinger 
said he thought the idea 
of sending a Didsbury 
delegation every two 
years to Miki Town was 
a good idea, as long as 
there is enough student 
interest. The next trip to 
Miki Town would be dur¬ 
ing spring break in 2015. 

“I think this is a natural 
progression of this. To 
stop the program now 
would be a step back,"

Hollinger said. 

Following the meeting, 
Brown said he thinks it’s 
important for the pro¬ 
gram to continue so that 
each group of students 
gets to see the value of 
exploring other cultures. 

“The value of the pro¬ 
gram is education, to 
help our students and 
Japanese students devel¬ 
op empathy for other 
cultures, knowledge of 
other cultures, work¬ 
ing together and giving 
them the opportunity to 
see other countries and 
other ways of living," he 
said. 

Part of the propos¬ 
al involves the CAO 
and deputy CAO host¬ 
ing students from Miki 
Town when they come 
to Didsbury. If some of 
those duties involve time 
away from their official 
town staff duties, they 
will work outside of reg¬ 
ular office hours to make 
them up. There will be 
no cost to the taxpayer. 


New cemetery 
sign 

A new, nearly $20,000 
cemetery entrance sign 
will replace the wooden 
one that currently exists. 

Council approved the 
construction of the new 
sign during its April 22 
meeting. 

A cemetery commit¬ 
tee has been working 
towards purchasing a 
new sign at the cemetery 
for about the past three 
years, doing various fun¬ 
draisers to pay for the 
costs of the sign. 

Council heard that the 
committee has raised 
$17,332.89 toward 
the project. The town 
received three quotes for 
the work with the bid of 
Elan Construction, com¬ 
ing in at $17,900, being 
chosen as the winning 
bid. 

Town staff recom¬ 
mended that council 
cover the shortfall until 
the cemetery committee 


is able to come up with 
the remaining funds 
through fundraising 
activities. 

Frankie Kelly, one of 
the members of the cem¬ 
etery committee, said 
the committee thought 
that an appropriate sign 
should be erected at the 
entrance to the site. 

“There never really 
had been a formal sign 
for the cemetery and so 
they just felt the other 
one was looking a little 
bit saggy and ... that it 
was maybe time after 
100 years to put in an 
appropriate sign,” she 
said. 

Committee members 
have been organizing 
various fundraisers over 
the past three years to 
finance the project, with 
fiddlers volunteering 
their time to entertain 
the public for donations 
to the project, as well 
as an event at the Zion 
Evangelical Missionary 
Church last year. 

The fundraisers go 
towards the general 
beautification of the 


cemetery, but most of 
the funds over the past 
three years have been 
earmarked for the sign, 
Kelly said. 

Over the past five 
years, the committee 
has put in benches and 
flowers at various points 
around the cemetery. 

“(The committee start¬ 
ed) as just awareness 
for the cemetery and 
beautification,” Kelly 
said. 

The committee has 
been getting great com¬ 
munity support over 
the past few years from 
community members 
coming out to clean the 
headstones on a yearly 
basis. Kelly said commit¬ 
tee members have been 
especially impressed 
with students from 
Didsbury High School 
volunteering their time 
over the past few years. 

The committee is host¬ 
ing another cleaning 
event on May 7 at 1 p.m. 
People willing to help

Trial date set in Sundre dog attack case

A Sundre woman 
charged after a Calgary 
woman was attacked 
and severely iryured by 
two pit hulls in a Sundre 
trailer park in August 


2012 will go to trial next 
month, an Alberta Justice 
official said Friday. 

Rita Phillip faces 
two counts of aggra¬ 
vated assault. Her 
trial will get underway 
in Calgary Court of 
Queen’s Bench on May 


26 and is scheduled to 
run until May 30. 

Calgary resident 
Deanna Wolfe suffered 
severe injuries, including 
the loss of an ear, when 
she was attacked by two 
pit bull dogs in a trailer 
in the Sundre Mobile 


Estates p;irk shortly after 
2 am. on Aug. 18, 2012. 

One of the dogs in 
question was shot and 
killed by a Sundre 
RCMP officer on the 
night of the attack, 
while the second dog 
was later euthanized. 


Each of the charges 
Phillip faces carries a 
maximum penalty of 14 
years in prison. 

Wolfe has launched 
a $300,000 civil lawsuit 
against Phillip and the 
Town of Sundre. 

The suit alleges, in 


part, that the Town of 
Sundre was negligent for 
failing to “ensure proper 
signage as stipulated by 
the bylaws, failing to 
destroy the pit bulls, fail¬ 
ing to monitor the pit 
bulls once they were 
deemed dangerous.”
